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FLYING SAUCERS AND BYOLUTION

Flying saucers, space craft from other planets, rarlous types 
of fireballs, focussed streamers of light, and so forth, hare been 
attracted to the planet Earth at this particular time because the 
human race on this globe has reached a new high point in erolutlon.
